__  -  .in  which,  my  Thoughts  of  die  numerous  Addrejfes  feemed  to  me  fo  plainly  fet  down, 
-  :!A:.  that  no  Milfake  could  enfue :  yet  it  hadi  othcrwife  happened,  and  your  Anfwer,  al- 
though not  altogether  diftering  from  my  Expcftation,  is  not  wholly  fuch,  norfo  ingenious, 
as  I  expeftcd.  I  could  have  willi'd,  that  as  you  printed  the  Anlwer,  you  had  with  it  publifh- 
ed  my  Letter,  which  gave  the  Occafion,  that  if  any  Knowledge  of  the  Perfons  between  whom 
this  Intercourfe  is  ufedjfhould  give  the  VVorld  occalion  to  repeat  oiu"  Names,  and  defcant  upon 
our  Judgments,  I  might  not  appear  jitter  lo  much  reiolute  Conftancy,now  dotifh  and  flu£tuating. 

But  for  your  whole  Difcourle,  Noble  Fecr^  I  muft  be  plain  in  telling  you,  that  not  I,  buc 
the  LikeneCs  o{  it  to  that  Speech  you  made  in  the  Houfe^  which  being  publiftied,  the  Hangman 
committed  to  the  Flames,  hath  publifh'd  you  the  Author :  And  you  do  fo  mince  this  Affoci- 
ation^  and  turn  and  wind  it  fo  tenderly,  that  it  Icems  your  own  Projeftion,  and  a  Brat  lb 
taking  in  your  Affections,  that  eveiy  Abhorrence  of  it  is  a  Daggers  point  at  your  Heart. 
You  are  much  in  Labour  to  have  it  believed  nc\Tr  to  have  a  Being,  thinking  that  way  to 
fccure  it  from  the  zealous  Abhorrors,  and  yet  at  every  odicr  turn,  your  Fondncfs  of  it  makes 
you  break  out  into  Commendations  of  it's  pretty  Features  and  Ufefulnefs.  Indeed,  vour 
Shiftings  fhew  you  have  fomething  of  a  dcbauch'd  Modefly  left,  and  that  you  are  afliamcd  of 
what  you  fo  much  love;  my  Willingnefs  to  excuie  what  will  bear  it,  faith  this  of  you:  but 
the  Generality  cry  out  upon  your  Impudence,  in  laying,  An  Ajfociation  pretended  to  havebeen 
feized  in  the  E.  of  S's  C/oJet^  when  nothing  was  ever  more  exadly  proved^  nothing 
more  unqueffionoble  and  free  from  diipute,  nothing  more  defended  by  that  Lord's  C/ien- 
tage,  and  even  owned  in  the  Court  by  two  of  his  Co/npurgators^iioi  they  acted  fuch  morethan 
]ury-men)  who  looking  upon  it,  fiid,  ihu  w  the  fdPie  with  thitt  which  we  faw produced^  andjro- 
inoted  w  the  Houfe  of  Commons.  And  by  the  wav,  you  may  take  notice  what  Jufhce  was  like 
to  be  done  the  King^  when  his  Caule  was  in  the  hand  of  Pcrlons  guilty  of  the  fame  Conlpi- 
racy ;  for,  fhouki  they  have  found  the  B///,  thcv  had  direded  the  Attorney  General  to  draw 
up  one  againfi-  thcmielvcs;  as  truly  it  isro  be  lamented,  tliat  they  and  all  others  fhould  efcape 
itee  from  PunilTrnenr,  who  in  the  Hoiife  l^iw  and  promoted  thisdamnable  Tlotoi  Afociationj 
and  did  not  lb  diii;ovcr  it,  as  to  have  riie  Projfthrs  and  Forwarders  rewarded  with  their  merit- 
ed Hope.

UfurpcrSjConlcious  to  themiclves  whatHatred 
their  ambftiotis  and  tyrannical  Invafions  merit,  Ituuy  Popularity,  and  arc  torc'd  to  fawn  upon 
the  worftot  men,  whom  tjicv  intcreft  to  impoleupon  others,  and  always  rule  by  Arrs  conna- 
ry  to  tlic  Prcfcriptions  of  Legal  and  juft  Monarchy  ;  They  either  afitricrht  or  corrupt  men  to  ob- 
fefftiions  acknowledgments ;  Thelc,  with  Majeftical,  but  Gracious  Countenance,  receive  rhv 
due  Tributes  of  vo]untar\' Obedience,  and  encourage  Fidelity,  to  the  (hamc  audtcrrourot 
fiich  d;  afl(x:iate  and  conTult  bv  their  Kings  to  dilturb  the  Publick  Peace.  Bccauie  lome  iin- 
duelv  flartorcd  0//»pr,  f  once  your  Matter)  therefore  you  will  allow  none  to  give  our  Lawiid 
?f/';^  thole  proper  Eulogies  and  Thanks  which  his  wiie  and  excellent  Government  chaliaigCK 
imtn  all,  wtiom  God  hath  bleiled  with  Judgment  to  fee  and  rcjoyce  in  their  happincli  by 
and  vir»der  him. 

But  thi-:,  with  vcmi  r  L(xd(hip,  is  a  bafe  and  deftruUive  Defign :  a  ftrong  Affirmation,  which  yoi  i 
would  have  received,  altlxHigh  you  have  forgotten  to  tell  us  the  Reaibn.  And  to  in  tnith  )  ou 
havcfhcSenle  which  flionlddircd  us  to  what  you  mean,  in  i^ying^  It  wou/d have  leen  Jome  An- 
giJiKf'm  4fthe  Addrcffcrs  Candour^  andfmccrity  of  their  Intentions  Jn  what  th(y  did  tefcre,  if  they 
had  fsrhorn  timr  late  Afflications^  tiB  they  had  found  that  they  were  not  mifiaken  in  the  grounds 
ittcntvinch  ti^ey  think^to  vindicate  themfelves  for  what  thy  then  did.  Something  your  Lordlliip 
d id ficre conceive, but  being  ill  Midwiv'd,  isfpoil'd  in  the  production.  As  to  what  you  liiida 
litck'b<:iore,you  arc  as  unfominatc  in  your  cxprcllions  and  reafoning.

'Pt'fgn,  iiath  J  in  the  Lord  M.yor  and  L/emen.in-y^iaken  a  truly  fiife,coramendable,and  contrary^way 
to  your  pielcripdon,and  lb  have  bid  your  Honour  good  Night,  wifliing  you  to  fleep  for  more  wit.
